Ancient American Cities. 
An interesting article has recently been 
published by the Fort Smith Times, in regard 
to the ancient remains of the city Quivera, 
situated ona level plain some ninety miles 
northeast of Fort Stanton, New Mexico, and 
about seventy from the high isolated peak 
which the Mexicans call “the Captain,’’ that 
we take the liberty of condensing for our an- 
tiquarian readers. 
The plain upon which lie the massive relics | 
of once gorgeous temples and magnificent 
halls slopes gradually eastward towards the 
river Pecos, and is very fertile, crossed by a 
gurgling stream of the purest water, that not
